SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Bambri  dge . 

A new  system  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  of  model 
.design  have  been  provided  for  this  village. 

Domestic  refuse  in  the  village  is  collected  by  the  Council 
and  all  premises  are  requested  to  provide  covered  bins, 
Askrigg, 

The  effluent  from  the  sewage  tank  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
village  is  now  disposed  of  by  subsoil  irrigation. 
Conversion  to  Water  Carriage  System. 

Several  more  closets  of  the  privy  type  have  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  during  the  year. 

Camping  Site. 

The  licence  for  a camping  site  at  Throstle  Nest  has  been 
renewed  for  a period  of  three  years. 

FIRS  BRIGADE  ACT,  1938. 

A motor  trailer  pump  has  been  provided  for  the  district, 
and  coats,  helmets  and  belts  and  axes  have  been  purchased  for 
the  firemen. 

All  villages  having  water  mains  of  suitable  size  have  been 
provided  with  fire  hydrants,  hose,  standpipes  and  branchpipes.
